Famous Revolutionary Soldier.
One hundred years ago William

Heath, a distinguished soldier of the
Revolution, died in Roxbury, Mass., in

which place he was born In 1737. Gen-

eral Heath was a student of military
science and In 1J70 he commanded tho
Ancient and Honorable Artillery of
Boston. At the battle of Lexington he
was the only general officer on the
field. On the organization of the Con-

tinental army ho was commissioned
brigadier general and a year later was
made major general. He was ordered
to New York and after the disaster
at White Plains commanded the de-

fenses of the Highlands. He had
charge of Burgoyne and his army at
Cambridge, Mass., where they were
held as prisoners of war for nearly a
year. In 1779,- after Arnold's treason,
General Heath commanded the posts
of the Hudson river at West Point,
and several times he was in temporary
command of the entire American
army.
